'n  HE  facred  fcripturcs  being  the  richeft 
f  and  rareft  boon  th'at  ever  heaven 
beftowed  on  man,  we  cannot  be  at  too 
much  pains  to  prcfefvc  them  in  their  na¬ 
tive  purity,  nor  employ  our  talents  more 
nlcfully  than  in  endeavouring  to  reftore 
them  to  it,  when  we  have  reafon  to 
think  that  thsy  have  been  in<the  leaft 
corrupted.  It  is’  not  at  all  to  be  woo*, 
dcred  at,  if  a  book,  written  In  alanguagc 
that  has  been  dead  for  two  thoniand 
years,  fpread  over  fo  many  different  ha^ 
tions,  converted  into  fo  many  different 
dialcfts,  and  tranferibed  by-fo  many  dif*^ 
ferent  hands,  ihoirid  have  fnffered 
what  from  the  'ignorance  of  tranflators, 
or  negligence  ofcopyifts,  and  partook  of 
the  Common  imperfedHons  incident  to ^ 
human  affairs,  ft  is'  rather  ‘matter  of 
great  adoniflynent,  that  .fo  .general  a 
harmony  is  found  in  the  fcveral  vetflon's 
.made  of  it;  and  that  all* thefe  verfions 
arc  fo  conform  tb  the  divine  criminals  / 
But  arc  the  originals  themfclves  quite 
free  of  error  ?  This  is  a  queftion  that 
has  been  warmly  agitated  for  two  cen- 
tunes  paft,  and  is  fttll  ia  fubje^  of  alter- 
tation  among  the  Imned  of  all  commu^ 
?i5on8.  *  To  me*  It  is  cvldeni,  that  there 
are  fomc’ faults* in  all  the  .prefent  copies 
of  both  the  Hebiew  and  Oreek  tents  df 
the  Old  and  New  TeftameiHs,  from  thijs 
plain  reafon,  that  they  aH  dificr^tnore  ^ 
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Icfs,  from  one  another^.  I  mean  thd 
vnaouferipts  t  for ^t he.  printed  copies  arc 
nearjy  all  the  fame,  being  fervile  imiti|» 
tions  of  the  firft  edition.f .  * 

'  But,  on  the  fuppofitiQD  that  errorf 
have  crept  into  .the  original  text  of  the 
Bible;  how  are  they  to  be  corrededf 
tXoubHefs  by  tlfe  aid  of  crjticirm,  in  the 
fame  manner  that  we  cprrcd  the  eext  ojf 
Homer  or  Cicero.  But  then  it  is 
for  every  one  to  aft  the  critic  in  fo  deU*' 
cate  a  matter.  Much  learning,  mu^h 
penetration, 'much  judgment,  ^nd.  ftiJ) 
rhore  *difcretion  are  required  in  ^im  wbp 
Undertakes  to  eradicate  cockle  wUcb 
has  been  fowed  by  the  enetn^  amoiig^ 
this  celefttal  grain  !  If  T^jCaptl^  p..Grg^ 
tins f  tk  Marinus^  ^iHoub^anU  bavf 
been  >•  taxed,  and  <  perhaps  jufUy,,  wft^ 
ufing  too  much  freedom  with  the  f^cicd 
text,  whilft  they  attempted  to  amend’i^ 
what  has  a  critic  oMeft  note  toappscr 
hend,  if  he  indulges  frimfelf  in  the  fame 
liberty?  *  • 

•  Jfor  is  much  lefs  caution  and  circum* 
iTpcAion  rcquifiUi  to  alter  an  approYpd 

To  be  eonvineed  of  thes^  •mitb  e*f- 
gard  to  the  New  Tcftamcnt,  one  noeib 
only  to  confult  1  he  various, r  eadings 
*Dr  Mills ;  and  it  noili  Joosg  ,apfi40f 
from  the  labours,  of  Jbo  learnef  Djr 
Kennioot,  that  tb^e  fame  ^Uitrue 
iregard  to  the  GkAk  f‘‘  *  , 
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triN  flat  ion  than  to  correct  the  original. 
In  order  to  remove  the  marks  that  have 
teen  Xet  by  our  forefathers j  we  muft 
ftrit  be  well  Tali.^fied  th^t  they  are  mif- 
pl'iced.  This  may,  indeed,  be  fome* 
times  the  real  cafe ;  but  there  fliould  be 
convincing  motives  of  credibility  before 
wc  affirm  it  to  be  fo.  What  reafons, 
then,  arc  fnfficient  to  afford  a  fufpicion 
that  a  palTage  of  holy  writ  has  been  ill 
tranflaled  ?  1  know  none  but  the  follow¬ 
ing.  \JU  If  that  tranflation  differs  from 
all,  cralmolt  all,  other  iranllations,  efpe- 
cially  the  more  antient  ones,  If 

it  deftroys  or  marrs  the  fenfe,  where  the 
original  admits  of  a  plain  and  obvious 
one.  zdly^  If  the  tranflator  has,  perad- 
veniure,  followed  the  original  in  Inch 
places  as  have  afterwards  been  clearly 
proved  to  be  corrupted,  s^thly^  If  the 
tranflatcd  pnffage  contains  an  antiology 
or  Iciiptnral  contradiiLtion,  or  eftablilhes 
a  dcM^trinc  derogatory  of  any  of  the 
known  attributes  of  Go<I.  In  all  thele 
cafes,  methinks,  one  may  lawfully  fuf- 
pe<5t  a  mif-tranflation,  and  propofe  an 
amendment. 

But,  Sir,  there  is  not  one  of  thefe  ap¬ 
plicable  to  the  paflage  chofen  by  your 
correfpondent  Phiialethes  fP. 
to  animadvert  upon:  For,  in  the  firf 
place,  the  prefent  tranflation  of  the  ift 
terfe  of  the  iiiltPfalm  is  intircly  con¬ 
form  to  aM  other  tranllations  1  have  feen, 
antient  or  modern.  In  the  next  place, 
it  makes  very  gixad  fenfe;  nay,  in  my 
opinion,  a  much  better  and  much  more 
natural  fenfe  than  that  given  it  bv  Phi^ 
laltthes,  I  doubt  not,  indeed,  out  he 
f<':.nd  his  fuppofed  antithefis  infinitely 
more  beaulifiil  than  the  timplc  but  pa- 
ll't^ic  addrt  iN  of  ilic  Pfalmift;  but,  if  it 
was  a  fuffi*  ient  reafon  to  change  a  paf- 
fare,  merely  becaiifc  one  takes  it  into 
hi  head  that  he  can  give  it  a  more 
qu  tint  and  witty  turn,  what  text  could 
e'eape  the  JlaJhing-hoek  of  fuch  a  critic  ? 
Every  one,  who  has  read  the  Bible, 
knows  that  Mount  Zton  w'as  conlider- 
cd  by  the  Jews  as  the  fanduary  and 
dv' riling  place  of  God,  on  account  of 
the  ark  of  the  covenant  that  lodged  there. 
What  more  natural  for  Davids  in  his 
diftreffc  (for,  according  to  the  belt  inter¬ 
preters,  he  was  then  flying  from  the  face 
of  a  rcb  llioiis  Ton),  than  to  turn  hit 
longing  eyes  to  a  place  from  whence  he 
exported  his  deliverance?  “  I  will  lift  up 

mine  eyes,”  lays  he,  “  to  the  hills  (of 
*  Zion]  from  ouhence  cometb  my  help* 


*  My  help  cometh  from  the  Lord,  whd 
‘  made  the  heaven  and  earth.”  I  believe 
there  will  be  few  readers  who  (hall  not 
be  convinced  that  this  is  a  juft  tranfla¬ 
tion,  cfpecially  if  it  be  conlidcrcd,  that 
the  Hebrew  word,  which  Philalethi 
would  have  tranflated  from  nothings 
has  never  that  meaning  in  the  facred 
books,  except,  perhaps,  in  one  (ingle 
verfc  of  the  41ft  chapter  of  Ifaiah^ 
which  is  obfeure  enough  to  make  us  ra¬ 
ther  fufpedt  a  mif-tranflation  there.  In 
fad,  the  Septuagint  have  rendered  it 
as  in  other  places;  and  there  arc  more 
than  one  realon  to  think  that  their  ver- 
fion  is  the  preferable  one.  idly^  It  is 
not  fo  much  at  alledgcd  that  the  original 
here  is  vitiated.  Lajlly,  The  prefent 
tranflation  centvadids  no  other  part  of 
feripture,  nor  derogates  from  any  known 
attribute  of  God ;  therefore  I  fee  no  juft 
caufe  whv  the  prefent  tranflation  fliould 
yield  to  Phiialethes'^  conjcdlurc. 

1  mufl,  at  the  fame  time,  allow,  that 
it  is  highly  commendable  in  that  gentle¬ 
man  to  have  offered  his  conjecture  in  fo 
modefl  a  manner;  and,  though  he  has 
not,  according  to  my  notion,  lucceeded 
in  his  firft  attempt,  he  may  be  more  for¬ 
tunate  in  his  future  endeavours;  and  I 
(hould  be  forry  he  was  hereby  deterred 
from  communicating  his  other  obferva- 
tions,  efpecially  as  he  appears  to  be  a 
man  of  learning.  There  are  certainly 
paffages,  both  in  the  Old  and  Ne^  TV- 
Jlamenty  that  might  be  better  rendered 
than  they  are  in  our  common  trauflation; 
and  I  fee  no  reafon  why  one  fliould  not 
offer  what  he  deems  worthy  to  be  com¬ 
municated,  provided  he  do  it  with  that 
moderation  and  fobriety  that  fo  well  be¬ 
come  a  facred  critic*

WITH  aflonifliment  I  read  a  para¬ 
graph  in  the  Advertifer  of  tbegtb 
inflant !  but  you  merit  ,the  thanks^  of 
every  perfon  of  candour  for  following 
that  audacious  attempt  foclofe  upon  its 
heels,  with  a  ebaflifement  no  Icfi  juft 
than  richly  deferved,  in  your  Magaiinc 
of  the  1 1  th.  The  letter  alluded  to  heart 
in  its  front  the  mark  of  forgery.  B 
faid  to  be  dated  from  Scotland:  A  letter 
dated  from  Scotland^  England^  If*" 
Ian  if  or  FrancCf  founds  very  oddly* 
TM*  putt  me  in  miod  of  ibme 
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folts,  who,  taking  Scotland  for  a  town, 
will  afk,  whai  kind  of  a  town  is  Sect' 
land  ?  and  if  all  the  people  of  Scotland 
were  gathered  together  in  the  mob  that 
put  captain  Porteous  to  death  ? 

An  oblique  ftroke  cuts  very  deep,  and 
here  it  is  furely  intended  to  load  the 
royal  martyr  with  the  horrid  guilt  of  the 
Irijh  maifacrc  in  1641.  It  might  be 
enough  to  refer  the  curioua  inquirer  to 
JjtiJ}  Defence  of  the  Royal  Martyr^ 
&c.  London  1699;  toClarendoris  Hif 
tory ;  to  The  Irijh  majfacre  fet  in  a 
clear  light y  4to,  by  the  rev.  Mr  Thomas 
Carte,  London  1714;  to  The  cafe  of  the 
royal  martyr  conjideredoxjith  candour^ 
&c.  in  two  vols  8vo,  London  1758,  and 
to  many  others  needlefs  to  be  named. 
But,  as  there  may  be  fome  unwary  and 
ill-informed  readers  of  your  ufefnl  public 
cation,  it  may  not,  perhaps,  be  amifs  to 
be  a  little  more  particular  upon  thjs 
work  of  (larknefs,  to  wafli  olf  the  infer¬ 
nal  blot  thrown  upon  fo  venerable  a  me¬ 
mory. 

It  might  be  expe<^ed  that  the  publilher 
of  the  Advertifer  would  fcorn  to  be  the 
retailer  of  fuch  a  flagitious  inflnuation, 
as  it  is  well  known  he  values  himfelf 
upon  the  name  of  NT Donaldy  though 
he  ufes  the  Lowlartd  patronymiCy  and 
that  he  is  zealous  for  the  illuftrious  efta- 
bliihment;  but  ^t  would  appear  his  zeal 
is  not  according  to  Icnowl^ge,  or  that 
it  flames  fo  high  9.S  to  confume  his  un- 
derflanding;  for  a  little  refledtion  might 
have  pointed  out  to  him,  that  the  pre- 
fent  reigning  family  derive  their  right 
from  the  blood  of  the  Houfe  of  Stew^art ; 
and  therefore  every  flur  thrown  out 
upon  the  latter,  muft,  in  the  way  of  re¬ 
bound,  ftrike  the  former.  But  I  leave 
this  gentleman  to  the  checks  of  his  own 
cooler  thoughts. 

For  any  one  to  load  the  pious  Charles 
with  being  at  all  concerned  in  the  Irifli 
maflacre,  with  having  a  hand  in  the  mur¬ 
der  of  fo  many  hundred  thoufand  pro- 
teflants,  and  this  without  a  (ingle  fa^  in 
hiftory  to  fupport  the  charge;  againil  the 
confelTions  and  exclamations  of  the  re¬ 
bels  themfelves,  agaioft  the  exprefs  tefti- 
mony  of  Iretonin  his  behalf,  is  certainly 
a  wickednefs  of  a  very  heinous  nature. 

To  do  this  wkh  a  view  to  ftain  the 
honour  of  one  of  the  belt  of  princes  that 
ever  filled  a  throne,  and  to  impute  an 
impiety  of  fuch  a  nature  to  a  prince  of 
%ii  admirable  virtues,  a  prince  who 


now  been  dead  above  an  hundred  and 
twenty  years ;  who,  as  htc  led  ar  life  full 
of  forrows,  and  embitter^  with  the 
heavieit  calamities,  died  alfo  in  fuch  cir- 
ciimflauces  as  muft  move  the  compafl[ion 
of  all  that  have  any  humanity  in  them, 
and  might,  one  would  think,  melt  the 
heart  even  qf  his  mod  cruel  enemies,  he 
being  murdered  be(ore  his  own  palace, 
io  all  the  po.mp  of  a' barbarous  triumph, 
by  the  mod  notorious  rebels  under  th^ 
fpn ;  and  to  treat  him  in  this  manner,  to 
purfue  him  even  beyond  death,  and  not 
let  his  allies  red  in  peace,  but  to  call 
him  from  the  grave,  to  arraign  him  a« 
frelh,  and  murder  him  in  his  memory, 
has  in  it  all  thecircumftancesof  the  mod 
abjedt  bafervefs ! 

To  do  this,  and  to  lav  upon  the  ever 
memorable  Charles  a  charge  in  its  ha* 
tiire  inhumane,  in  its  circumdances  in* 
credible,  without  iotrinlic  or  extrinfle 
evidence,  inconfldent  with  that  incom¬ 
parable  king's  character,  contrary  to  hit 
public  adts,  to  his  condant  profeflions, 
to  his  repeated  and  vehement  declara¬ 
tions  of  abhorrence,  his  folemn  appeals 
to  God,  his  whole  condud  and  anions, 
his  offers,  his  religion,  and  his  very  in- 
tered;  againd  the  tedimony  of  all  that 
were  about  his  perfon,  and  of  all  the 
hidorians  who  have  wrote  of  thefe  times, 
of  friends  and  enemies,  of  rebels  as  well 
as  fubjedls,  that  is,  againd  all  the  evi¬ 
dence  that  the  nature  of  the  thing  will 
admit  of,  and  in  fpite  of  ten  thoufand 
ahfurdities  and  contr^i^ions,  (hews  a 
difpofition  fo  full  of  horror,  an  iniquity  of 
fuch  a  gigantic  flze,  that  I  want  words  to 
exprefs  its  jud  demerit.  For  fuch  an  un¬ 
accountable  charge  is  directly  contrary, 

ijly  To  the  public  and  authentic  a^ts 
of  the  king  himfelf,  and  of  the  lordf 
judiccs;  to  the  proclamations  of  Odtober 
3o:h,  of  January  id,  and  February  8th 
1641* 

2dlyy  To  the  king’s  furprife  at  the 
breaking  out  of  the  rebellion,  pxprefled 
in  his  letter  to  the  marquis  or  Qrmond, 
wrote  from  Exeter,  Odober  31. 1641, 
and  to  his  care  in  improving  every  hioj 
and  intelligence  he  received  of  ill  ana 
feditious  dedgnt,  for  preventing  them. 
Sec  the  letter  wrote  by  hts  order  to  the 
judices  of  Ireland,  March  x6.  1640. 

jd/jr.  To  his  profeflSons  of  having  had, 
from  the  beginning  of  that  roondrout 
rebellion,  no  greater  forrow  than  fdr  the 
bleeding  condition  of  the  kingdom 
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Ireland,  and  of  his  being  grieved  from 
the  very  foul  at  the  calamities  of  his 
good  fubjefts  there. 

4/if/v,  To  his  repeated  folemn  appeals 
to  G(xl,  and  calling  him  to  witnefs  for 
the  truth  and  finccrily  of  his  profeflions. 

Sthly^  To  his  whole  conduct  and  ac- 
tioni«,  to  his  zealous  endeavours  and  ufe 
of  all  means  in  hi^  power,  that  timely 
relief  might  be  fent  over  to  the  fuccour 
of  ’he  diilreflcd  proteftants;  to  his  leav¬ 
ing  the  management  of  the  war  there  to 
the  parliament,  and  parting  with  his 
prerogative,  already  fufficientlv  pared, 
that,  if  poflTible  to  move  them  by  fuch  a 
facrifice,  it  might  be  the  better  carried 
on;  to  his  confentingto  all  propolitions, 
bow  difadvantageous  foever  to  himfclf, 
that  were  offered  him  for  that  purpofe; 
to  his  ordering,  immediately  on  the  firft 
news  of  the  infurredlion  of  the  rebels, 
jjco  men  to  be  Tent  over  to  Ireland  to 
op,»ofe  them,  and  fending  afterwards 
arms  and  ammunition  in  Uich  propor¬ 
tions  nui  qin^ntities,  and  at  fuch  limes  as 
he  could  very  ill  fparc  them.  How  fre¬ 
quently  did  hi"*  majeffy  prefs  the  two 
hoiilVs  of  parliament  to  haffen  over  the 
neceflary  forces  and  fupplies !  but  all  to 
no  purpofe.  His  overtures  were  of  little 
wcigld  ;  for  they  kept  them  back  on  pur¬ 
pofe  to  ferve  their  own  turn,  againff  the 
king  hirnfelf  in  England.  To  his  in¬ 
flexible  refolution,  even  after  the  fatal 
battle  of  Nafeby,  w  hen  his  affairs  feemed 
defperate,  that,  were  the  condition  of 
tliem  ftill  more  defperate,  he  wmnld  ne¬ 
ver  redeem  them  by  any  conceflivms.to 
the  Irijb  rebels  that  muff  wound  his 
honour  and  conlcience;  and  that,  let  his 
cifcumffances  be  what  they  would,  he 
would  rilk  any  e:dremity  rather  than  do 
the  lead  ad  that  might  hazard  the  reli¬ 
gion  of  the  church  of  England^  in  which 
and  for  which  he  was  rcfolvetl  to  live 
and  die ;  and  to  his  orders  fent  from 
time  to  time  to  the  marquis  of  Ormond, 
in  regard  to  which,  thaf  marquis  ex- 
prefl'es  htmCclf  (in  his  anfw’cr  to  the  ad 
ilrefi  of  thanks  from  the  twm  houfes  of 
{>a?liament  in  Ireland,  for  the  preferva- 
tion  of  themlclves  anti  the  reft  of  the 
proteftants  there,  through  his  care  and 
providence,  March  17  1646-7)  fo  fully 
as  to'prea'cnt  all  cavils  that  may  be  raifcvl 
bn  account  of  any  particulars  thereof, 
ind  gives  fo  remarkable  an  atteftation  of 
he  jnftice,  gomlnefs,  and  piety  of  them, 
hat!* (bait  here  fet  down  his  w’ords, 
VSl'ich  are  thcfcj  viz.  “  And  now,  my 


lords  and  gentlemen,  iincethfs,  pefbapiV 
may  be  the  laft  time  that  I  fliall  have  the 
honour  to  fpcak  to  you  from  this  place  • 
and  fince  that,  next  to  the  words  of  a 
dying  man,  thofe  of  one  ready  tobaoiffi 
hirnfelf  from  his  country,  for  the  good  of 
it,  challenge  credit;  give  me  leave, be¬ 
fore  God  and  you  here,  to  proteft,  that 
in  all  the  tin>c  I  had  the  honour  to  ferve 
the  king  my  maftcr,  I  never  received 
any  command  from  him,  but  fuch  at 
fpake  him  a  wife,  pious,  proteftant  prince, 
zealous  of  the  religion  he  profeffeth,  the 
welfare  of  his  fubjeiJts,  and  induftrious  to 
promote  and  fetrle  peace  and  tranquility 
in  all  his  kingdoms;  and  I  do  befcech 
you  to  look  no  otherwit'e  upon  me,  than 
upon  a  ready  inftrument  fet  on  work  bv 
the  king’s  wifdom  for  your  prefervation.** 

(ithiy^  Not  only  to  what  he  did,  hut 
what  he  farther  would  have  done.  To 
his  unfeigned  offers  of  venturing  in  his 
own  perfon  all  the  dangers  of  war;  of 
hazarding  his  very  life  for  the  defence  of 
his  proteftant  flibjeifts  in  Ireland,  and 
for  the  chaftifement  of  thofe  perfidious 
and  barbarous  rebels,  as  he  ftiles  them  ; 
and  of  pawning,  or  evco  felling,  his  own 
parks,  lands  and  houfes  for  the  fervice.  • 

Tthiy,  To  not  only  his  conftant  ex- 
preffions  of  abhorrence  of  that  rebellion, 
but  alfo  to  his  denying  all  knowledge  of 
it ;  with  the  ftrongeft  afleverations  and 
declarations  of  his  deteftation  of  it,  to 
fuch  a  degree  as  to  vow,  that  if  hU  own 
Ton  had  an  hand  in  it,  he  would  cut  off 
his  head.  And, 

8/6//,  To  this  confideration  likewifci 
which  alone  muft  convince  all  mankind 
of  the  king’s  innocence  in  this  affiiir  j 
and  that  is,  that  an  Irifti  rebellion  was 
the  moft  unlucky  and  fatal  thing  that 
could  happen  to  his  m^^efty  at  that  junc¬ 
ture.  .  It  broke,  all  hi#  meafures,  and 
was  evidently  fo  far  againft  his  intcreftf 
that  nobody  could  fufpeA  him  to  con¬ 
trive  it,  that  docs  not  at  the  fame  time 
think  he  was  mad. 

But,  to  drive  the  nail  to  the  head:  the 
lord  M acquire  and  colonel 
two  of  the  ringleaders  in  the  Irijh  re¬ 
bellion,  who  had  been  prifoners  in  the 
Tower,  were  at  length  brought  to  a  trial ; 
and,  though  both  of  them  had  been 
pered  with  to  accufe  the  king 
better  of  it,  yet  even  they  had  the  h^ 
neftv  to  clear  his  majefty  of  it  with  tb^ 
laft  breath  at  Tyburn ;  as  Other*, 
ctilariy  Sir  Pheli*n  &NeU^  did  a^^ 
wards.  The  cafe  of  this  laft  gcntleiW 
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i j  fo  very  fingulawr,  fo  much  tothc'pur-  at  is  now  alledged  of  the  king’s  beifl|| 
nofe,  and  truly  dccifivc,  that  I  muft  beg  acccflary  to  the  Iriih  maffacrc. 
leave  to  be  a  little  particular  upon  it.  1  fcruplc  not  to  declare,  that 

Sir  Phelim,  while  in  prifon,  was  fre-  that  wretch  (teeled  in  wickedneft,  that 
fluently  lolicited  by  fair  promifes  and  prodigy  of  obduracy ;  for  he  gloried  in* 
great  rewards,  to  fix  the  unjuft  calumny  his  lhamc ;  was  a  worlc  man  than  Sir 
upon  the  king;  but  he  declared,  he  could  Phelim  himfclf:  for  Ludionv  wu  the 
not  in  confcicncc  charge  the  king  with  lieutenant-general,  there  being  non^ 
any  fuch  thing.  His  trial  was  drawn  out  other  in  that  character  at  that  time  in 
to  the  length  of  fevcral  days,  that  he  Ireland  but  himfelf,  and  therefore  the

He  lielievcd  he  was  deftined  by  Proyi- 
Now,  why  all  this  pother  and  work  to  dencetobe  the  conqueror  of  Turkey, 
procure  an  accufation,  if  the  regicides  and  the  feftorcr  of  king  Charles  to  all  bia 
Were  poffeffcd  of  any  one  evidence,  fuch  rights  m.Orcat  BrUais.  What  ioflueoct 
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thcfc  wild  imaginations  might  hare  upon 
his  conduA,  it  is  difficult  to  fay.  This  is 
certain*  that,  after  his  extravagant  pro- 
jedt  was  difeovered,  and  his  mcaturcs 
were  in  fomc  degree  diiconcerted  ;  for 
he  was  enthufiailically  mad  to  do  fomc- 
thing  for  the  honour  and  fervice  of  the 
church  of  Rome,  which  he  tarried  to  the 
greateft  height ;  after  he  w  as  arrefted  at 
x)ublin,  and  obliged  to  produce  his  pre¬ 
tended  comtniffions  to  the  lord  lieute¬ 
nant,  he  grew  much  worlc,  and  his  ac¬ 
tions  were  very  unaccountable.  After 
this  period  he  was  guilty  of  fuch  fhotking 
prcvaiication,  fuch  a  diibonourable,  pre- 
poftcrous,  and  inconfiftent  behaviour,  as 
v  e  can  Icarce  fuppote  him  to  have  been 
capable  of,  unlets  at  the  fame  time  we 
fuppofc  that  his  head  was  turned.

and  Unrgefl'es  of  the  Houie  of  Commons, 
now  afl'tfmbled  in  Parliament,  figned 
WoRCES T ER,  wTitlen  in  the  very  ftilc 
of  the  man  who  formerly  aflTumtd  the 
title  of  the  Earl  of  (Hamorgdn^  preffing 
them  to  emidoy  him  in  putting  his  dif- 
coveries  in  execution;  adhriiig  them 
that  the  nation  wotild  be  enriched  there¬ 
by.  and  mighty  advantages  would  ac¬ 
crue  to  the  public  fervice;  and  this  with 
as  much  pomp  and  confidence  as  he 
ufed  on  other  occafions,  when  he  was 
minded  to  extol  his  own  merit  and  fer- 
viecs.  There  never  was  furcly  fuch  a 
medley  of  fluff  colleded  together  in  one 
biH^k.  It  is  fo  full  of  fenfelefs  preten- 
fions  and  undertakings,  of  falfities,  ab- 
lurdities,  contradi^liims,  and  impoffibiii- 
lits,  that,  if  anyone  <4*  common  fenfe 
will  take  the  pains  to  read  it,  I  think  he 
cannot  be  greatly  furprifed  that  the  au- 
thtir  flioultl  pretend  to  commifiions 
w'hich  had  a  tendency  to  gratify  his  va¬ 
nity,  and  flatter  him  that  he  was  em- 
iployed  in  the  very  defign  for  which  he 
fancied  he  was  dd\ined  by  Providence. 
Any  one  who,  after  reading  foch  a  heap 
of  feiious  nonfenfc,  can  lay  any  flrcla 
upon  Glamorgan^  letter,  pretences  or 
undertakings,  mnfl,  1  verily  think,  have 
a  degree  of  faith  equal  to  the  miraculous 
faith  vt  himfclf.  Itisim- 


pc^ible,  furtly,  after  a  man  hu  p^(^ 
this  unparalellcd  performance,  that  he 
can  pay  the  Icaft  regard  to  what  the  un¬ 
happy  author  either  did,  profefled,  pre¬ 
tended,  or  undertook,  though  in  the 
moft  folemn,  pompous,  and  confident 
manner. 

Such  was  poor  Glamorgan !  What

Had  we  a  proper  obfervatory  fur* 
nifbed  with  infiruments,  made  by 
perfons  of  fuch  (kill  ami  ingenuity,  un¬ 
der  the  dircSion  of  fomc  able  aftrooo- 
mcr,  then  we  might  fondly  hope  that 
our  univerfity  would  foon  become  as  fi- 
mous  for  aftronomy  as  it  is  at  prefent 
for  anatomy  and  medicine;  and  certain¬ 
ly,  whoever  confiders  the  univerfal  uti- 
hiy  of  this  branch  of  natural  philofophy, 
will  agree  in  affirming,  that  wc  ought  to 
have  a  perfon  eminent  for  his  fltill  in  the 
theory,  and  ability  in  the  practice  of  this 
noble  fciencc,  eflabliihed  among  the 
number  of  thofi?  truly  learned  profe^ 
fors,  w  ho  arc  the  prefent  omanrieiiti  of 
our  univerfity,  and  the  glory  of  our  na¬ 
tion  ;  and  to  him  there  ought  to  be  ad¬ 
ded  a  profeflbr  of  optics,  fincc  thefe  two 
branches  of  knowledge  go  baud  in  band, 
and  the  one  cannot  Ik  cultivated,  to 
any  advantage,  without  the  affiftance  of 
the  other.  But,  alas  !  this  icience,  wbicli« 
like  herfifter  qjhonomiet%  would  grtaUy 
adorn  oiir  univerfity,  and  very  much 
dound  to  the  utility  of  the  public,  it 
treated  with  'much  the  fame  refped  it 
the  former,  being  only  hinted  at  by  1 
few  experiments  in  the  philofophy dw; 
fuch  as  vitrifying  a  piece  of  metah  9t 
burning  a  piece  of  wood  in  the  fx>t  f)i 
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a  mirror,  or  the  experiment  of  the  fciop- 
tric  ball  in  the  camera  ohfeura^  and 
pcs  haps  a  few  cflays  on  light  and  co¬ 
lours,  by  means  of  the  prifm:  But  the 
pn^h  lTor  being  obliged  to  attend  to  a 
niultipliciry  of  other  phxnon.ena,  is  not 
at  liberty  to  expatiate  fo  largely,  or  cri- 
licife  fo  minutely  on  ihefc  particulars, 
as  their  nature  and  utility  juftly  deferve. 
Hence  it  comes  to  pafs,  that  the  moft 
wonderful  properties  in  nature  efcape 
imnoticeu,  or  at  leaft  are  veiy  little  ob- 
ferved. 

It  muft  be  owned  by  every  one,  that 
there  is  net,  in  the  whole  circle  of  crea¬ 
ted  beings,  any  one  whofe  nature  is  ib 
wonderful,  or  whofe  properties  are  fo 
beneficial  to  mankind,  as  that  of  light; 
for  whether  w'e  rcfleift  on  the  different 
rcfiangibility  of  its  lays,  the  amazing 
velocity  of  its  motion,  or  the  incon- 
ceiveable  force  and  fmallnefs  of  its  par¬ 
ticles,  we  fliall  find  abundant  matter  to 
excite,  nut  only  our  curiofity,  but  to  in¬ 
flame  our  love,  praife,  and  adoration, 
of  that  incomprehenfiblc  Being,  who 
faid  “  let  there  be  light,  and  there  was 
light who  commanded  the  light  out 
of  darknefs,  and  brought  into  exiftcncc 
a  being,  whofe  powers  and  properties 
far  exceed  the  utmoll  ftretch  of  human 
fancy;  the  particles  of  light  being  fo 
finall,  that  a  greater  number  of  them 
nuy  be  colledlcd  w'ithin  the  compafs  of 
a  half-penny  than  there  arc  grains  of  fand 
on  the  face  of  the  w’holc  earth;  and  yet 
their  force  is  fo  amazingly  great,  that 
they  arc  capable  of  producing  more  vio¬ 
lent  and  extraordinary  eflfedls  than  all 
the  mechanical  engines  ever  contrived 
by  the  children  of  men;  witnefc  their 
rending,  tearing,  and  dividing,  the  moft 
folid  couVpofitions ;  their  fluxing,  vitri¬ 
fying,  and  calcining  the  hardeft  and  moft 
flnbborn  metals,  minetals,  and  ftoncs, 
in  a  few  feconds  of  time;  not  to  men¬ 
tion  that  to  this  fciencc  is  wholly  owing 
al!  the  late  moft  ufcful  and  furprifing 
clifcoverics  in  the  heavens  and  In  the 
eaiih,  in  the  air  and  the  water,  made 
known  to  us  by  means  of  the  tclcfcope 
and  microfc'^pe,  two  inftruments,  per¬ 
haps,  the  mull  ufcful  aiul  ingtoiovis  ever 
elevifed  by  the  human  mind ;  the  lioblcft 
of  which,  viz.  the  reflector,  we  can  boaft 
to  be  the  invention  ©f  our  own  country¬ 
man,  the  learned  Dr  James  Gregory, 
profeflbr  in  St  Andrew’s;  the  theory, 
conftrudion,  and  improvement  of  which, 
urUuply  ought  to  be  more  miuutcly  at- 
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tended  to  than  can  be  expected  from  one 
who  has  fo  much  in  view  as  the  profeC-' 
for  of  natural  philofophy ;  ‘who,  in  or^ 
der  to  fuiiili  his  courfc  of  ledturcs^  is  ob-. 
Itgcd  to  compendife,  contraift,  and  fum 
up  in  a  few  words,  thofe  particulars 
which  require  the  largcft  and  fuUeft  ex* 
plication. 

Nor  does  the  dodrine  of  colours,  and 
the  different  refrangibility  of  the  im-v 
merging  and  emerging  rays  through  dif^ 
ferent  mediums,  require  lefs  attentioa 
than  the  theory  and  conftruiftion  of  op¬ 
tical  naacbincs,  flnee  the  perfection  of 
the  one  depends  intirely  on  the  rightlg 
underftanding  of  the  other.  Surely  then,^ 
the  proper  inveftigation,  and  right  im¬ 
provement  of  tbefe  utilia  cannot  rea* 
funably  be  expcCled  from  any  but  a  pro* 
feifed  optician.  But  when  1  fpcak  of  a 
profeflbr  of  optics,  I  mean  fi:ch  a  on^ 
as  has  not  only  a  clear  head,  but  alfo  a. 
willing  hand;  and  who,  to  a  fbund  theo¬ 
ry,  would  be  always  ready  to  join  a  ju¬ 
dicious  practice,  and  who,  for  this  pur- 
pofe,  ought  always  to  have  two  or  thre« 
ikilful  mechanics  at  command,  to  foim 
and  pulilh  glafles,  and  make  up  inftru- 
ments  according  to  his  directions:  nor 
will  the  profeflbr  himfelf  think  it  belovr 
bis  dignity  to  join  his  afliftance  in  the 
manual  operations  of  this  noble  fciciicc^ 
efpecially  if  he  reflects,  that  the  incom¬ 
parable  Newton,  the  famous  Dcfcartes^ 
the  celebrated  Hugens,  and  the  inge¬ 
nious  Hook,  were  all  of  them  operatont 
in  this  way ;  not  to  rhention  the  curious 
Gallileo,  who  is  faid  tube  the  flfft  Am- 
baflador  who  brought  us  any  authentic 
intelligence  from  the  regions  of  the  iky* 
and  informed  us  of  the  great  harmony 
fubfifting  among  the  attendants  of  Jupi¬ 
ter  and  Saturn,  and  diicovered  that  what 
the  fooliih  poets  and  ignorant  heathens 
accounted  no  more  than  the  milk  of  Ja¬ 
nos’s  breaft  fcattered  at  random,  to  be 
no  lefs  than  the  regular  operations  o^ 
that  incomprehenfiblc  Being,  who  made 
the  heavens  and  all  the  hoft  of  them  by 
the  very  breath  of  his  noftrils ;  yea,  ta 
be  no  lefs  than  worlds  on  worlds  beap^ 
innumerable  ! 

If  this  is  the  cafe  in  that  vifible  path  of 
the  heavens  called  the  Galaxy,  or  milky 
way,  then,  Oh  then  !  what  numbcrlelt 
worlds  muft  fill  the  boundlefs  expanfeJ 
Perceptive  cxiftence  muft  poflefs  the 
whole ;  if  this  be  tHe  cafe,  as  is  highly 
probable,  at  leaft  no  man  canTay  it  it 
not;  then  how  £ir  furpj^i^ 
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]^chcn(ion  and  praife  is  the  goodnefs 
and  mercy  of  that  G«)d  that  made  luch 
monumenti  of  his  power,  and  ftill  pre» 
ftrves  fach  ocular  dcmonllrations  of  his 
Godhead  !  And  how  noble,  how  iileful 
and  how  becoming  man,  that  fcieoce 
pregnant  with  fuch  a  Inith,  and  fraught 
^'ilh  fuch  grand  ideas  1  In  lliort,  op¬ 
tics  is  to  the  fciences  what  the  eye  is  lo 
the  body,  or  the  fun  to  the  fyltem,  the 
icgnlator  and  director  of  the  whole;  fo 
that,  while  we  want  a  profdlbr  of 
optics  in  our  univcriity,  w'e  may  be 
fold  to  walk  in  the  dark;  for  fo  long 
as  we  continue  ignoiant  of  this  noble 
fcicnce,  we  can  ne'cr  be  faid  to  fee 
things  as  they  really  arc;  but ,  to  prove 
this  alTcrtion  by  a  very  eafy  experiment, 
let  any  perfon  do  himfelf  the  pleafiire 
tfo  pull  a  fine  flower,  and  take  a  near 
View  of  it  with  his  naked  eye,  perhaps 
he  will  pr  av.:unce  it  to  be  very  beautiful, 
and  dcc.are  it  has  a  pleafant  fmell;  but 
tet  him  call  in  the  aififtnncc  of  optics, 
and  view  the  fame  vviih  a  mterofeope, 
and  lo  !  in  tl.idvery  llower,  he  lees  xvhat 
he  never  imagined.  He  views  it  again 
and  again,  and  lo,  with  altonllhment ! 
he  beholds  a  tcrrettrial  paradife  full  of 
innocent  inhribiiants ;  he  pulls  another, 
and  finds  a  ditferent  fjKcics ;  a  third, 
and  in  rapture  hr  immediately  exclaims. 
Omnia  funt  plena  Dei !

Character  of  Gustavus  Adol- 
'  PH  us  111*  preftnt  o/SA^cdcfi. 

GUstavusAdolphusIII.  kingof 
Sweden,  is  now  entering  into  the 
aXth  year  of  his  age,  and  has  pertormed 
jllreaciy  more  important  aiftions  that  half 
the  kings  of  Europe  befide.  If  the  fu¬ 
ture  part  of  his  life  fliould  be  marked 
with  plans,  atchicvemeiits,  fuccefles, 
equal  to  thofc  of  his  youth,  he  will  be 
the  moft  fingular  monarch  of  his  age. 

Jn  his  private  life  he  is  amiable  and 
wudent.  Divefted  of  thofe  idle  wilhes 
Vhich  lead  monarchs  to  grandeur  rather 
^aii  fo  glory,  unattached  to  that  parade 
and  that  pomp  which  are  ufually  con- 
Ipkuous  in  delpotic  courts,  he  is  ambi¬ 
tious  of  poffciring  the  means  of  fplcn- 
dour  rather  than  fplcndour  itfelf.  *  His 
ftihje^s  lament  how  diftarit  thefc  means 
arc  from  his  readh,  the  diftrclTcs  of  his 
kingdom  having  been  incrcafing  for  ma¬ 
ny  years  under  the  tyrannous  and  illegal 
tale  of  an  uogofcrnable  anftocrtcy: 


they  lament  their  want  of  means  to  en¬ 
rich  their  fovercign,  becaiife  bis  power  to 
do  gt;od  never  keeps  pace  with  his  incli¬ 
nation  tojdo  it.  His  domcftic  affections 
never  wander  out  of  their  proper  chan¬ 
nel,  and  he  w  ilhes  to  be  obeyed  through 
tfteem  for  him  rather  than  through  feart 
w  hen  the  former  ceafes  to  be  ttfcCtual, 
he  never  delays  to  excite  the  latter. 

^  His  character  as  a  ftatefman  and  poli¬ 
tician  will  be  ever  evinced  by  the  revolu¬ 
tion  he  lately  effected  in  his  kingdom 
with  furprifing  fuccefs.  It  is  not  denied 
that  the  defigri  of  that  event  had  been 
formed,  and  in  fpinc  manner  digefted 
long  before  ;  but  the  moment  of  execu¬ 
tion  was  unexpected.  It  arrived  by  ac¬ 
cident,  and  nothing  but  a  comprehenfivc 
underftanding,  great  force  of  judgment 
undaunted  fpirit,  and  an  admirable  pre¬ 
fence  of  mind,  could  have  feized  upon  it 
fo  fiiddenly  as  the  feafon  of  advantage. 
The  happy  difeernment  which  guided 
the  commencement  of  this  undertaking 
hardly  equalled  the  activity,  the  intrepi¬ 
dity,  the  prudence  which  w^erc  exertej 
in  haftening  it  to  a  fuccefsful  period 
Without  Itratagem,  force,  bloodflied,  or 
money,  the  work  which  his  anceftori 
had  revolved  in  their  thoughts  tor  fomi 
ages,  was  performed  by  him  in  a  fei^ 
hours:  his  foes  were  fubdued,  and  hb 
country  and  himfelf  delivered  from  fla- 
Vtry. 

The  general  complexion  of  his  adroi- 
niftration,  fincc  he  became  abfolute,  has 
been,  in  a  high  degree,  favourable  to  hb 
reputation.  He  has  been  vigilant  in  re- 
Itoring  his  kingdom  to  order,  confirming 
its  laws,  and  regulating  its  police:  he 
has  continually  directed  his  attention  t() 
the  eafe  of  his  fubjeCts ;  and,  when  he 
could  not  immediately  relieve  them,  ht 
has  fympathifed  with  them :  nor  has  hh 
txercifed  yet,  in  one  inftance,  thofe  ab¬ 
solute  powers  with  which  he  is  now  veft- 
ed  by  tlic'  general  confent  and  approba¬ 
tion  of  his  fubjeCts.  In  a  word,  if  h« 
happy  enough  to  difengage  himfelf  froth 
thofe  French  chains  which  at  prefent  no- 
ceffarily  enthral  him,  he  will  be  equally 
powerful  at  home  and  refpedaWe 
broad.  ’

j^Aver  and  means  which  a  good  prince 
could  wilh  to  enjoy,  for  making  himfelf 
great,  and  his  people  happy.  His  civil 
liit,  cr  private  revenue,  amounts  to 
SLjo.oooI.  Ikerling  yearly:  he  pofll-fiTes 
many  calUes,  palaces,  parks,  and  fortlls, 
for  refidence  and  iliverfion:  he  is  per- 
fonally  treated  with  the  utinun  reverence 
and  refpe^it  by  his  fubjc(its,  who  kneel 
when  they  prefent  their  addrefle*  to 
him:  at  all  times  he  is  ferved  upon  the 
knee,  and  all  perfons  whatever  Hand 
waiting.with  heads  uncovered  in  his  pre- 
fence. 

The  royal  ftate  of  his  Britannic  ma- 
jefty  is  fupported  by  a  great  number  of 
extraordinary  ceremonies  and  appoint¬ 
ments.  Over  and  above  the  ccconomy 
of  his  houfehold,  which  is  in  all  refpeds 
fuilablc  to  the  grandeur  of  a  gre.at  mo- 
iwrch,  the  provifibn  nwdc  for  the  imme- 
tliale* defence  of  his  pcrfon  is  equally 
magnificent  and  i-lfetJluah  The  palace 
and  its  precincts  are  defended  by  de¬ 
tachments  from  a  Ixnly  of  foot  guards, 
confuting  of  feven  battalions  quartered 
in  the  ncighbourhoiMl,  who  take  their- 
turns  in  this  honourable  department  of 
duty.  They  are  fihe  thowy  troops,  al¬ 
ways  frefii  in  their  cloathing,  neat  and 
clean  in  every- article  of  diefs,  arms,  and 
accoutrements;  and  evtiy  regiment  is 
provided  with  an  excellent  band  of  mu- 
fic,  which  plays  ev'cry  morning  when  the 
guard  is  relieved  at  the  palace.  The 
horfe-guards,  otherwife  known  by  the 
name  of  the  life- guards,. confift  of  levcn 
Hundred  and  twenty* four  horfemcn,  di¬ 
vided  in»o  two  troiips,  and  each  of  thefe 
fubdivided  into  four  fquadrons.  They 
arc  wtII  mounted  and  accoutreal,  and 
cloathed  in  fcarlet  adorned  wdth  gold 
Uce.  Two  fquadrons  with  trumpets 
mount  guard  one  day  in  fix,  and  are  rc- 
Ifrvi-d  in  their  turns.  They  attend  the 
UMig  in  deiacbmeuU  wherefoeverhe  gocs» 
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and  parties  are  detached  from  the  guard' 
to  give  their  attendance  on  the  prince  of 
Wales.  When  his  majefty  walks  on 
foot,  one  of  the  captains  attends  next  to 
his  perfon,  carrying  in  his  hand  an  tbimy 
ftaif  or  truncheon,  headed  with  gold, 
and  engraved  with  his  majefty’s  cypher 
and  crown.  Another  commiflSoned  of- 
ffeer  follows  the  captain,  that  he  may  re¬ 
lieve  him  occafionally,  with  an  ebony 
ft  air,  having  a  filvcr  head;  and  two  in¬ 
ferior  brigadiers  likewilc  attend  with 
ebony  ftaves,  at  a  greater  diftancc.  There 
arc  al fo  two  troops  of  grenadier  horfe- 
guards,  who  have  their  own  diftind  of- 
Itcers,  and  arc  cloathed  in  a  different 
manner  from  the  life-guards,  with  which 
however  they  mount  guard  by  divifions. 
'fhev  perform  duty  on  fimt,  in  attend¬ 
ing  the  king  when  he  walks  abroad,  and. 
alw^ays  march  with  great  detachments. 

Over  and  above  thefe  external  guards 
of  horfe  and  foot,  there  is  a  military  go¬ 
vernment  maintained  within  the  king's- 
lioiife,  above  as  well  as  below.  There 
ivS  a  ixand  of  forty  gentlemen  penfioners, 
one  half  of  whons  arc  always  upon  duty^ 
in  the  prefence  chamber,  where  they  re¬ 
ceive  the  king  when  he  comes.forth  from 
his  privy  lodgings.  They  attend  his. 
pcrfon  to  and  from  the  chapel  royal,*  as 
well  as  at  all  great  Iblemnitijes,  corona¬ 
tions,  St  George’s  feaft,  when  he  goes  to* 
parliament,  and  when  he  gives  public 
audience  to  anibaffadors.  They  arc 
richly  cloathed  in  fcarlct  trimmed  whh. 
broad  gold  lace,  arc  commanded  by  a 
captain,  who  is  generally  .a  nobleman  ct 
the  firft  rank,  under  whom  there  is  a 
lieutenant  and  ftandard-lKarcr.  Their 
peniibii  was  originally  intended  for  a 
maintenance  to  decayed  gentlemen,  but 
row  it  is  fold  like  any  other  finccurc  to 
the  bed  bidder.  Their  arms  were  gilt, 
pole-axes,  except'in  tinae  of  war,  when 
they  appeared  on  hurfeback  armed  like 
(  uirafliers,  with  fwords  and  piflols*  At 
prefent  they  wear  fwords  only. 

Bclides  the  penfioners,  there  is  another 
guard  of  one  hundred  yeomen,  who  at-^ 
tend  in  the  firfl:  room  above  flairs, called, 
the  guard-chamber.  They  arc  chufen 
for  their  large  and  portly  (lature,  cldatb*^ 
ed  in  long  (cailet  coats,  richly  guarded 
with  *  black  velvet,  and  adorned  with- 
badges  of  embroidery  both  before  and^ 
behind.  Inftcad  of  hats,  they  wear  broad, 
crowned  caps  of  black  velvet,  decked 
with  ribbons  of  the  king's  colour*  .Theift 
arms  arc  long  partifans  aad  fwords 
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they  arc  commanded  by  exempts.  They 
have  an  allowance  of  wages  and  diet; 
and  their  duty  is  to  attend  the  king’s 
pcTion  at  home  and  abroad,  thirty-iix 
waiting  by  day,  and  eighteen  watching 
by  night.  Thefe  places  can  hardly  be 
called  military,  as  they  are  generally  fold 
t  j  pcrluns  w  ho  never  carried  .arms  in  the 
fcrvice;  fo  that  they  are  kept,  not  ft> 
iiuich  for  ufe,  as  for  ftate  and  pageantry.

They  reckon  it  an  af¬ 
front  in  much  ai  to  iniinuate  that  they 
may  he  in  danger  from  the  example  of 
the  profligate,  and  therefore  they  look 
upon  thcmfelvcfi  as  pcrfe(ftly  tafe  in  the 
company  of  the  moll  abandoned.  But 
the  confequences  generally  fliew,  that 
the  Apofllc's  exhortation  is  highly 
proper;  **  Let  him  that  thinketh  he 
flindeth,  take  heed  left  he  fall.”  A  me¬ 
lancholy  inftance  of  this  is  the  follow¬ 
ing  : 

“  A  young  man,  who  was  rcfpedlcdby 
all  who  knew  him,  became  acquainted 
with  a  perl'on  who  had  committed  fevc- 
ra!  robberies,  Uit  had  condueled  him- 
fcif  with  fuch  apparent  integrity,  that 
very  few  even  lufpedtcd  him.  Being  a 
peifon  of  quick  parts,  and  having  a  tOr 
lerabU  lhare  of  underllanding  upon  a 
variety  of  ful^eifls,  the  young  man  bc- 
c.i  Tic  extremely  fond  of  his  company, 
and  did  aot  fcruple  to  make  him  his  bo- 
fem  friend.  The  villain  being  fcnfible 
of  his  ki.iccrity,  readily  made  a  rccipro- 
c.^I  return;  and,  in  fliort,  as  if  he  had 
already  been  a  brother  in  iniquity,  he 
hid  nothing  from  him.  The  youth,  no 
doubt,  was  at  flrfl  (hocked  when  his 
friend  unmafked  himlclf ;  but  upon  hear¬ 
ing  with  what  dexterity  he  managed  the 
moil  critical  aflPairs,  and  with  what  ad- 
drefs  he  retained  the  good  opiniqps  of 
his  friends,  by  degrees  his  averfion  to 
thefc  diihonell  pr^dHces  wore  off,  and 
in  a  little  time  he  heard  his  friend  with 
plcafurc.  But  did  he  ftop  here?  No; 
Very  foon  after  he  was  deleted  in  a  rob¬ 
bery  himfelf,  and  is  at  prefent  in  one  of 
the  jails  of  this  kin  donn,  lamenting  that 
he  had  not  kept  better  company.** 

But  thofe  who  fuffer  mod  from  evil 
company  generally  arc  of  the  other  fex. 
Such  methods  are  ufed  by  defiguing  men 
to  blind  their  reafon,  that  they  often, 
like  the  Dcytl  himfelf,  lead  numbers 
taptive  at  their  plcafurc :  this  is  a  fufti- 
cient  reafon  for  women  alfo  to  avoid 
fuch  dangerous  perfont.  Let  them  re- 
niembcr,  that  it  is  not  enough  to  abdain 
from  evil  (which  numbers,  doubtlefs, 
have  rcfolved  to  do  when  they  went  in¬ 
to  fuch  company),  but  they  mud  alfo 
abdain  from  all  appearance  uf  it.  And, 
indeed,  when  reputation  is  at  flake,  on^ 
Would  think*  that  few  arguments  were 
Brccffary  to  convince  them  of  the  pto- 
priety  of  this  meafure.  When  charafler 
fB  guae,  aod  wlieo  they  have  coDtrilm* 
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ted  fo  much  themfclves  to  the  lofs  of  it» 
good  God !  who  can  think  of  the  coii« 
icquences  without  ever  wilhing  to  avoid 
the  fituation.  To  be  (hunned  by  every 
perd^n  of  merit,  and  confeourntly  ex¬ 
pelled  the  fociety  of  thole  valuable  one# 
which  conditutts  a  great  part  of  human 
happinefs,  is  itfrif  a  cutting  confldert* 
tion.  I  know  that  leverala  frequent  th# 
company  of  men  whom  they  reckon  lear¬ 
ned,  that  they  may  reap  fome  advantagt 
from  their  converfation ;  but,  O  ye  fair  I 
remeniber  that  fuch  perloiis  are  lo  much 
the  more  to  be  dreaded,  unlefs  they  are 
good  men.  Experience  (hews  us,  that 
few,  very  few  arc  able,  like  Ulyfles^ 
when  they  hear  Syrens  ling,  to  tie  them« 
fclvcs  to  the  mad.

StriRures  on  modern  Advertifements. 

SCARCE  a  day  paflTes  but  what  we  fee 
fomc  extraordinary  advertifements 
in  the  papers,  many  of  which,  1  was  led 
to  think,  were*  put  in  by  fotne  >>cular 
young  fellows,' juft  to  create  a  hugh  at 
the  expence  of  the  creduli>tis  >vho  an- 
fwered  them ;  but  I  am  c('nvinced  that 
there  arc  many  inferted  very  ferioufly, 
and  with  a  view  of  obtaining  what  was 
requefted.  When  I  now  fee  a  perfon 
wants  a  thoufand  pitunds  upon  peribnal 
fccurity,  at  a  reafonable  intereft,  1  no 
longer  think  it  the  fruit  of  fomc  wag’s 
fun,  for  the  publication  of  w^hich  he  has 
paid  three  (hillings  and  fixpence  only  for 
the  joke,  but  that  fom<*  needy  perfon  is 
credulous  enough  to  believe  that  there 
au*e  people  (till  more  credulous  than  him- 
felf,  willing  to  fnap  at  the  bait :  or,  when 
lobferve  a  pompous  advertifement,  with 
MATRIMONY  at  the  head  in  capitals, 
by  way  of  attraifting  the  attention  of 
unmarried  females,  I  conclude  fomc  raw- 
boned  brawny  Irifhman,  has  ventured 
bis  laft  ftake  in  the  lottery  of  love,  and 
that  it  is  very  great  odds  (notw’ithftand- 
ing  the  agreeablenefs  of  his  perfon,  bis 
athletic  make,  his  good  temper,  his  po¬ 
lite  addrefs,  and  his  eafyy  very  eafy  for¬ 
tune]  that  he  will  draw  a  blank,  and 
feaft,  or  rather  faft,  two  days  upon  the 
happy  effects  of  his  only  three  Ihillings 
and  fixpence. 

1  was  ftnick  the  other  day  with  an 
uncommon  French  advertifement  from  a 
Komiih  prirft,  who  w'as  delirous  of  fer- 
\ing  a  nobleman  or  gentleman  going 
abroad  to  the  colonies  in  that  capacity ; 
to  which  he  added,  by  way  of  farther 
recommendation,  that,  having  ftudied 
phyfic,  he  could  be  ufcful  in  a  medical 
capacity.  Here  was  at  once  a  phyfician 
for  the  ibul  and  bi>dy;  but  probably  his 
preferiptions  for  both  will  not  agree 
with  an  Englifh  conftitution,  as  wx  have 
in  general  an  averiion  to  foreign  quacks, 
as  well  as  the  Romifti  religion.  It  is, 
indeed,  a  little  fingular  that  he  Omuld 
addrefs  bimfcif  to  a  nobleman  or  gentle- 


go  there  but  in  a  military  or  public anj. 
city,  and  in  either  (ituation  a  Romifli 
prieft  would  be  a  very  improper  chapUin 
for  them. 

Foreigners,  indeed, have  too  much  rca- 
fon  to  think  it  is  only  neceflary  to  be  a 
foreigner,  not  only  to  gain  employment 
from  Englifti  noblemen  and  gentlemen, 
but  to  make  their  fortunes  by  them.  I 
know  a  Frenchman  in  London  now, 
whomuft  have  lived  all  his  life  time  upon 
foup  and  fallad  in  Provence,  had  be  not 
been  brought  over  here  by  an  Englilh 
nobleman  as  his  valet- de-chafnbrty  and 
who  complains  that  he  has  been  here 
feven  years,  and  is  worth  no  more  than 
1500I.  the  greateft  part  of  which  he  ol^ 
tained  by  fmuggling  under  the  fandioa 
of  his  mafter’s  name. 

Amidft  the  number  of  advertifements 
that  attrad  the  attention  of  the  curious, 
there  arc  fome  that  may  be  (tiled 
inyjleriousy  and  can  only  be  underftood 
by  the  parties  to  whom  they  relate. 
For  a  long  time  an  advertifement  ap¬ 
peared,  addrclTed  to  Maria  i  (he  at 
length  anfwered  in  the  fame  paper;  and 
this  Maria  begot  aniither  mariay  who 
prefently  found  a  male  correfpondent; 
and  this  party  quarre  amufed  them- 
felves,  if  not  the  town,  for  fome  months 
with  threats  and  reproaches. 

^  The  fublime  ftile  of  au^ioi^ert  adver- 
tifements  has  been  juftly  fatirited  by  Mr 
Foote  upon  the  ftage,  but  without  work¬ 
ing  any  fort  of  reformation.  There  are 
villas  (till  to  be  fold,  **  fo  happily  fituated 
by  nature,  that  they  may  be  pronounced 
exquilitcly  dcleftable.” — “  Tcrreftrial 
paradifes,  that  furpafs  all  that  dcicrip- 
tion  can  pourtray,  or  fancy  can  fuggeft. 
Whenever  I  read  thefe  advertifements, 
they  remind  me  of  Swift’s  whinifical 
account  of  a  great  quantity  of  words  be¬ 
ing  frozen  in  the  air,  and,  w’hen  a  thaw 
fucceeded,  they  (how'crcd  down  promif* 
cuoufly,  and,  by  their  hetcrogeneoW 
jumble,  refembled  the  various  jargons  w 
the  tower  of  Babel.

three  (Iiil1ing8;’thc  year  after,  a  different 
arrangement  took  place,  and  the  pay  was 
rai.ed  to  thirty  Ihiliings,  and  the  allow¬ 
ance  for  fervants  ftriick  off.  In  both  thefe 
inftincci  the  half-pay  was  15  (hillings. 
In  the  year  1699,  adminiltration  being 
embarraffed,  and  parliament,  after  the 
peace  of  Kyfwick,  infifting  upon  almofl  a 
total  rediidion  of  the  military,  nay,  even 
of  his  majerty’s  Dutch  guards,  the  mini- 
Aers  hit  upon  the  expedient  of  making  a 
faving  in  the  naval  department :  propo- 
fitions  were  accordingly  made  to,  and 
adopted  by  the  houfe  of  commons,  that 
the  full  pay  of  the  naval  captains  Ihould 
be  reduced  from  thirty  to  twenty  (hil¬ 
lings,  with  which  like  wife  the  half- pay 
FiA  was  to  conform ;  but,  though  this 
tranfatftion  Aands  on  the  journals  of  the 
houfe  in  that  light,  the  captains  on  full 
pay  were  a^itual  gainers  by  it ;  for,  inftead 
of  the  bare  thirty  (hillings,  they  were  al¬ 
lowed  tw’cnty  ihiliings  a^ffual  pay,  with 
an  allow'ance  of  thirty-one  ferv'ants, 
which,  in  the  whole,  amounted  to  thirty- 
five  ihiliings  and  iixpence  per  day. 
Thus  parliament  was  impofed  on,  and 
the  hclf-pay  lid  for  the  firft  time  redu¬ 
ced,  and  a  foundation  in  part  laid  for  the 
bardOdps  they  now  fuffer.  Sir  Gilbert 
then  moved,  that  the  petition  might  lie 
on  the  table,  to  be  taken  under  confide- 
ration  on  fomc  future  day. 

Mr  Charles  Fox  then  rofe,  and  ac¬ 
quainted  the  houfe,  th.it  the  prefent  pro- 
pofitions  might  be  taken  up  on  a  very 
narrow  ground,  the  qucftiitii  being, 
whether  an  efiabliihmcnt,  w  hicb  was  to 
lay  a  frcili  burden  on  the  public,  already 
fuificiciUly,  though  neceifarily  loaded, 
Ihould  be  made,  in  order  to  remove  the 
diiheiTes  of  fomc  particular  individuals. 
— He  faid,  that,  for  his  part,  he  always 
looked  upon  national  cftabliiliments  in 
intircly  another  light:  that  fuch  inftitu- 
tions  were  intended  for  the  fupp(»rt  and 
maintenance  of  particular  bodies  of  men 
under  general  deferiptions :  that  the 
wants  or  claims  of  a  few  were  tlic  nioft 
abfurd  reafoni  that  could  pofTibly  be  de- 
vifed  for  fuch  a  dangerous  innovation: 
that,  until  the  friends  of  the  motion 
could  prove,  that  the  claims  of  every 
man,  who  was  to  be  benefited  by  this 
motion,  or  at  lead  a  majority  of  them, 
might  be  fupported  on  the  fame  grounds 
which  were  maintained  in  the  few  in- 
fiances  now  quoted,  every  attempt  of 
that  n.iture,  he  hoped,  would  be  treated 
at  it  dcfeivcd.  If  private  difircflcfi  be 


proper  objeds  of  parliamentary  itteiv 
tion,  fays  he,  the  doors  bad  better  be  at 
once  thrown  open;  and  1  will  ventuie 
to  prophecy  we  (hall  have  little  clfe  to 
do  but  to  attend  to  them.  There  arc 
fome  already  prepared,  and  others  only 
wailing  for  the  event  of  the  prelcnt  ap¬ 
plication.  The  honourable  gentlcfnan 
who  fpokc  laft,  feems  to  have  a  very  high 
efteem  for  the  petitioners,  and  would 
have  a  particular  attention  paid  to  their 
rank  and  fervices.  I  applaud  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  honourable  gentleman;  but 
1  fear  w'hat  he  intends  as  a  favour,  and  a 
mark  of  refpedt,  would  be  an  adt  of  the 
greateft  cruelty.  He  would  h;^vc  ui 
confider  the  petition  :  he  would  have  ui 
buoy  them  up  with  expedations  of  what 
will  not,  cannot  come  to  pafs:  No, 
What  we  muft  do  in  a  week  or  a  fort¬ 
night  hence,  let  us  from  mercy  do  now, 
by  which  means  w'e  (hall  at  once  put 
them  out  ot  a  fiate  of  fufpence,  preclude 
a  deal  of  anxiety  they  might  other  wife 
fuffer  by  a  difappointmenl  '-r  vain  hopes, 
and  fave  the  houfe  much  trouble.  Tte 
honourable  gentleman  has  likewife  dwelt 
largely  on  an  impofition  put  on  the 
houfe  of  commons  in  the  year  1699,  by 
the  then  a'dminiftration.  For  my  part, 
I  cannot  conceive  how  the  honourable 
gentleman  can,  from  even  his  own  prin¬ 
ciples,  and  the  fads  on  which  they  art 
founded,  draw  any  fuch  conclulion. 
Here  the  full  pay  is  reduced  from  thirty 
to  twenty  (hillings  per  day:  if  this  be i 
trick,  1  muft  confefs  it  is  beyond  my 
poor  comprehenfion  to  perceive  it  in 
that  light. 

Here  Mr  Fox  was  fet  right  in  the  latter 
inftance  by  Sir  Gilbert;  and  in  anolb^ 
by  col.  Barrc,  relative  to  the  latter’s 
fuppofed  approbation  of  the  late  conven¬ 
tion  with  Spain. 

Sir  William  Meredith  next  fpokc  chi^ 
ly  in  reply  to  lord  North.  He  remarked 
that  his  lordlbip  infiftcd  much  that  the 
petitioners  were  by  no  means,  from  th^ 
peculiar  circumftanccs,  proper  objcdi  of 
relief  by  a  national  eftablifliment,  ^**1,*^ 
the  fame  time  w’cre  deferving  of  puDUC 
bounty.  He  infiftcd,  that  among  the 
numerous  opportunities  which  occurredf 
there  never  had  been  a  fiogle  inftance 
which  it  had  been  exerdfed. 
in  his  own  knowledge,  many  in  the 
fit  nation  and  of  the  greateft  merit  h^ 
applied  ;  that  there  were  others  wh 
diftreifes  were  no  fccrct,  but  whofe  g^ 
defty  prevented  them  from  making  tDO» 
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known ;  that  ncvcrthclefs  he  was  confi¬ 
dent  uot  one  of  them  experienced  the 
public  bounty,  h^  would  beg  leave  to  fay, 
was  now  artfully  held  out  to  them; 
that  therefore  this  was  but  a  ftalc  trick 
to  defeat  the  petition.  He  obferved  in 
the  courfc  of  the  debate,  that  the  appU- 
Crition  of  other  bodies  of  men  was  af- 
ii^ned  as  a  reafon  for  vefufing  the  prefent 
rcqneft,  particularly  the  fubalterns  in  the 
army.  He  was  afioniiheJ  to  hear  fuch 
an  abfurdity  fall  from  the  lips  of  any 
man ;  lure  no  perfon  w  ill  pretend  to  al- 
fcit,  fays  he,  that  the  lieutenants  of  the 
army  are  to  be  held  in  the  fame  eftima- 
ti»)n  as  the  navy  cajHains,  or  that  the 
h.nner  arc  to  be  put  on  a  footing  with 
tfioie  who  hold  the  rank  of  colonels. 
Jt  indetd  we  were  informed  that  the  fieki- 
ofhcer>  intended  to  petition  for  an  in- 
errafe  of  half-pay,  there  would  be  fome 
foundation  for  inch  an  objection ;  but 
till  even!  (hall  happen,  let  us  not  a- 
iniifed  w  ith  reafoning  on  fa^s  which  are 
not  pretended  even  to  cxift,  or  with 
Araincd  comparifons  and  deductions 
which  cannot  be  juft,  bccaufc  the  appli¬ 
cation  of  them  is  totally  miftaken. 

Lord  North  replied,  that  he  never  re¬ 
futed,  upon  any  proper  application,  to 
exert  hiinfelf  as  far  as  in  his  power  in 
behalf  of  indigent  merit:  he  faid,  that 
he  heard  from  every  fide  of  the  hoiifc  of 
the  gencrofity  of  the  French  king  to¬ 
wards  his  naval  officers,  but  he  begged 
leave  to  fay,  that  no  officers  in  Europe, 
in  the  fame  fervice,  and  of  the  fame  rank, 
were  fo  amply  provided  for  as  thofc  of 
our  own  country;  what  has  been  in  the 
beginning,  fays  he,  cither  abfolutcly  de¬ 
nied,  or  pretended  to  be  fupported  only 
by  bale  fuggeftions,  or  vague  fufpicions, 
is  now  confirmed  to  me,  by  perfons 
whofe  authority  and  information  lean 
by  no  means  dtojbt,  that  it  is  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  half- pay  officers  of  the  army 
to  petition  for  an  iiicreafe  of  their  pay. 
One  hi>omirable  gentleman  (col.  Barre) 
has  attempted  to  elude  all  the  force  of 
the  objection,  by  lowering  their  preten- 
lions  to  fuch  a  favour;  another  (gen. 
Conway)  has  fpoke  out  plainer,  and  de¬ 
fended  the  propriety  of  fuch  an  applica¬ 
tion;  thefc  proofs  alone  would  there¬ 
fore  be  fufficient  reafon  with  me  to  op- 
pofe  the  prefent  motion,  if  there  were  no 
other  befides.t  I  heartily  concur  in  the 
fcntiments  of  my  honourable  friend  near 
'I'r  (MrC.  J.  Fox)  that  the  idea  of  a  na- 
tional  elUMfbment,  and  a  bounty  to 
VoL.

certain  perfons,  under  peculiar  draimi 
(lances  of  dtftrefs,  arc  totally  repugnant 
and  incompatible  with  each  other:  as  ta 
the  Lonourable  gentleman  who  has  pro- 
pofed  changing  the  original  motion,  ad¬ 
ded  he,  1  am  neither  fully  fatisfied  of  the 
certainty  of  the  faCls  he  has  dated,  nor 
why  one  exceptionable  mode  of  proceed¬ 
ing  ihould  be  adopted  iiiftcad  pf  ano¬ 
ther.  1  do  not  know  that  the  admini- 
ftration  of  1699  plaved  any  trick  upon 
the  honfe  of  commons,  or,  that  if  they 
did,  why  an  inquiry  into  the  tranfaClioR 
iliould  couftitute  any  part  of  our  duty; 
if  we  cannot  comply  with  the  prayer  of 
the  petition,  fuch  an  inquiry  would  anf- 
w’cr  no  purpofe ;  that  we  cannot,  with¬ 
out  involving  ourfclvcs  in  confequencei 
mod  carefully  to  be  avoided,  I  again  re. 
peat ;  and  what  feeling  heart,  fince  this 
is  the  cafe,  would  with  to  add  infult  to 
did  refs  ? 

Mr  T.  Townffiend  then  rofe,  and 
fpoke  to  the  following  purpoVt :  I  flatter¬ 
ed  mylelf  tliat  1  fliould  have  feen  three 
gentlemen  here  this  day  of  the  firft  re¬ 
putation  in  their  profefTion ;  1  concluded 
that  this  aflembly  would  have  been  ho¬ 
noured  with  the  prefiifice  of  HawkC, 
Saunders,  and  Keppel,  and  that  in  them 
the  unfortunate  petitioners  would  have 
found  mod  powerful,  perfuafive,  and  abfe 
advocates.  •  Nothing,  1  am  certain,  but  a 
difability  from  illnefs  to  attenef,  would 
have  prevented  them  from  performing 
fo  material  and  intereftinga  part  of  their 
duty.  The  fird,  I  hear  is  indifpofed  at 
his  country-feat,  the  lad  is  at  Bath,  and 
the  other  gentleman  I  had  the  honour  to.

The  dimes 
unluckily  beginning  at  the  bottom  of  the 
bouie,  burnt  v^  ith  fuch  fury,  that  the  fa¬ 
mily  could  not  lave  themiclvch  any  other 
way  than  by  throwing  themfeKeii  out  of 
the  windows.  Mr  Collier  threw  hlmfelf 
out  of  a  two  piir  of  ftairs  window  into  a 
blanket,  but  was  terribly  bruifed :  Mrs 
Collier  likewife  threw  herfclf  out  in  the 
lame  manner,  and  bruJ;e  her  thigh. 
Mrs  Jewfon,  wife  of  Mr  Jewfon,  cathier 
in  the  bank,  w  ho  lodged  in  the  houfe,  is 
mining.  Mr  Jewfon  jumped  alfo  out  of 
a  window,  but,  falling  on  the  back  of 
a  watchman,  was  not  killed:  he  is  faid, 
however,  to  be  frantic  with  the  fright., 
Mifs  Smith,  a  young  lady,  and  the  maid, 
threw  themfelves  out  of  a  three  pair  of 
Hairs  window  into  the  ftrect,  and  were 
both  killed  on  the  fpot.  What  made  it 
impofliblc  to  fave  them,  was  the  flames 
Ijpreading  very  fall,  owing  to  the  firemen 
Ixing  unable  to  get  any  water  for  near 
half  an  hour. — The  number  of  perfons, 
who  loft  their  lives  at  the  above  fire,  is 
now  known  to  be  eight,  viz.  Mr  Collier, 
an  eminent  hair  drelTcr;  Mrs  Collier, 
his  wife,  who  kept  the  fhop;  Mifs  Smith, 
her  filler  and  partner;  Mrs  Jewfon; 
Mifs  Noble,  and  another  young  lady  be¬ 
longing  to  the  ftiop,  and  two  fervants. — 
Some  of  the  bodies  have  been  fince  dug 
out  of  the  ruins.

peers  dividing  in  a  Scots  appeal  H  not 
remembered.  The  counfel  for  the  ap¬ 
pellant  were  the  attorney  general  and 
lord  advocate ;  fur  the  refpondents,  Mr 
Weddwrburnc  and  Mr  M.'wdonald.” 

On  Sunday  fe’eu- night,  two  brigs, 
loaded  with  Cvials  from  NfMcaftle  to 
London,  plying  to  windward  along  the 
coaft  l>etwc«n  Sunderland  'and  Wbitbyi 
one  of  them,  named  the  Helena,  captain 
Stockdale,  in  tacking  'about,  was  run 
upon  by  the  other ;  which,  immediately 
upon  ftrikingcapt.  Stockdale,  went  down 
and  all  hands  on  board  perifhed.  Capt. 
Stixikdale  received  fo  inuch  damage, 
that  he  was  obliged  to  return  again  to 
Shields.

Mr 
Sinclair  of  Ulblter  having  let  forth,  that, 
a»  he  had  prevailed  in  his  capital  object 
of  letting  aliJe  the  election  of  the  pro- 
voft  cholcn  without  his  approbation,  he 
did  not  wifh  to  carry  matters  farther,  as 
it  might  involve  the  burgh  in  confufion. 

Same  day,  the  court  of  feffion  having

deter  others  from  committing  the  like 
crime  in  time  coming,  their  lordfbips 
further  ordained  him  to  Hand  upon'  the 
pillory  at  Dalkeith,  on  Thurfday  the  4th 
of  March,  for  one  hour,  with  a  paper 
fixed  on  his  bread,  bearing  thefe  words 
in  capital  letters :  For  •wilful  and  cor^ 
rupt  perjury  in  a  caufe  before  the 
Court  oj  Sejfion :  afterwards  to  be 
brought  back  to  this  tolbooth,  there  to 
remain  till  the  cuntrador  for  tranfport- 
ing  felons  has  proper  opportunity  of 
fending  him  to  the  plantations,  to  Which 
he  is  banilhed  for  feven  years,  under  ve¬ 
ry  fevere  certifications  if  he  (hould  re¬ 
turn  before  that  period  is  expired.

“  THOSE  who  have  been  eminently 
ufefiil  in  life,  «>ught  certainly  to  be  dif- 
tinguifhed  after  their  death  by.  fomc 
marks  of  peculiar  honour.  ^This  would 
induce  others  to  imitate  their  example, 
and  is  a  tribute  due  to  fiiperior  merit. 
No  one  is  more  juftly  infilled  to  this  ho¬ 
nour,  or  will  l>c  remembered  with  more 
(incere  aftedtion,  than  the  late  celebrated 
Dr  Jo6n  Gregory^  profeflbr  of  medicine 
in  the  univerfuy  of*  Edinburgh. — In  this 
gentleman  w^erc  happily  united  all  thofe 
talents  which  conflitnte  the  agreeable 
companion,  the  eafy  friend,  the  inftrtic- 
live  teacher,  and  the  able  phyfician.  As 
a  general  fcholar  be  was  inferior  to 
none :  hb  learning  was  of  the  (olid,  not 
of  the  fpecious  kiiul,  and  never  a|>pe.ar- 
ed  unlefs  upon  proper,  occahons.  His 
taile  in  the  fine  arts^was  delicate  and 
corredt,  and  in  forac  of  them  he  ww  1 
very  confidcrablc  adept.'

In  him  the  afllidcd  bate  w* 
a  real  friend,  youth  a  fteady  8®*^, 
fciencc  and  virtue,  bis  didrefftd 
an  affedionate  parent,  focicty  one  w 
beft  members,  and  medicine  ooeof  •"
